Ot the 20th inst. in the evening, we had the sa- 
tisfaction of seeing upwards of one hundred indi- 
viduals met in a large hall of the palace of his 
highness Baron Theotoky, President of the Senate 
of the lonian States, fur the purpose of laying the 
foundasion of the Ionian Bible Suciety. Among 
those present, the Greek Bishop, Macarius, with a 
respectable train of his clergy ; the Catholic Vicar 
General, with several of his fellow priests; the 
Senators of the Ionian States, andjthe members of 
the ‘Tribunal of Justice, were pecaliarly’ distin- 
guished. In addition to these, there were many 
other gentlemen, who taken collectively, present- 
ed a most respectable assembly of persons of dif- 
ferent nations, and belonging to various Christian 
communions. The Baron commenced the business 
of the evening by an address, illustrative of the 
principles and salutary influence of Bible Sacie- 
‘ties; and, amidst. other details of their rapid pro- 
gress throughout the worlil, spoke of their success 
in Russia as ‘a matter encouraging to the Greeks, 
and of the zeal of the Russians in the pivus work 
Tu ae hattat in as Latre 

After this, the eldest son of his Excellency, a 
young nobleman of distinguished talents and most 
promising character, stood up, and read cerfain 
extracts from the publication in Greek, mentioned 
in my last, which, with the opinions of the Rus. 
sian prelates, and of the Emperor Alexaader, re- 
lative to Bible Societies, and the well known pa- 
triarchal Declaration, were listened to with mach 
attention and apparent: interest by all present. 
The statates of the proposed Lonian Bible Society 
Were then read, in Greek and Ltalian, aud unani- 
mously alopted. At this stage of the business, the 
venerable Bishup Macarius rose, and at the close 
ofa concise and appropriate address, presented hi» 
Excellency to the assembly as the fittest person 
to'be chosen President of the Institution. This 
proposal of the Bishop met’ with universal appro- 
bation ; being thus elected Presidant, he éxpress- 
ed his deep sense of the hoaour copfertéd apen 
him, and promised to further, to the utmost of his 
power the sacred and humabe cause of the Socicty. 
A numberof Vice-Presidents were next chusen, 
among whom are the Count Joscardi Count Asinoe, 


with three other Senalors, the Hon. Colonei Maa'-]- 


land, the Hon. Mr. Perey, Siv Frederic Hankey, 
and some other pobiemen. A Preasurcr, twelve 
Directors, and three Secretaries, were further ap- 
Peinted, consisting of Grecks and Eu zlisimes. 
The President then delivered a most elequen: 
coimusing address, which seemed to make a ver, 


favourable impression on the audience, respecting} 


the piety and benevoience of the object Propose.

ly to possess faéilities for getting the version 
made, But, as the Albanian is still an uncultivat- 
ed language, mnch time will be required tu pre- 
duce a version which will be generally understood ; 
in order thereby to lay a foundation for the future.

The people in Kuopio are in general very poor. 
Thev were described to me asa tall, stout, robust 
people, remarkable for their primitive simplicity 
of manners; distinguished for their hospitality 
and kindness to strangers, and for cleanliness and- 
neatneéss in their persons and houses. “They. poge 
sess superior information, and are even lonked up 
te by the inhabitants of other pactsof Finland. 
They are also industrious ; but their country, al- 
though, perhaps ane of the most romantic and beau- 
tiful in the world, is not productive ; all the hopes 
of the husbandmaa being oitea cat off by wie 
nish eet rasty a ne oe. 16 aah Ga aha arth 
even to their remote regions 3 ‘but the? -areze ain 
number. As this people can, generally, read, they 
seemed to require in no ordinary degree, the at- 
tention of the Bible Society. | 

It may bé necessary here to mention, that, at 
the request, and with the advice, of the friends, ia 
Abo, f appreprated the money granted by the 
British and Mereign Bible Society to the Auaihary 
Societies in Finland, tu procuring and keeping up 
a sufficient sfock of Bibles in each of the govern- 
ment-towns, from which all the parishes could be 
easilv supplied. This, you will observe, secures a 
constant supply of copies of the word of God for 
futurity.  Greratis disterbution, expense of carriage, 
&e. must be defrayed out of their own subscrip- 
tions. ‘Theirincome in Kuopio has hitherto beea 
small and the very little they have received has 
been used for necessaries. If any copies are to be 
viven away gratis, they must receive assistance 
fron abroad 3 and I promised to apply to you fora 
little assistance for pine of the poorest of the 
parishes, all situated ip Karel, and which would ree 
quire above 100 Bibles aml 500 Testaments to re- 
lieve their most urgent wants. This will amount 
to about £500 sterting. Bat this is merely for 
the Kuooid goverament, and does got inclade that 
p#rt ot Raul over which dean Slottman is placed, 
and witch is equally destitute and poor, and de- 
serving of attention. Lf you would give about half 
of the sum meationed above for his district, iuclud- 
ing Kezholm, you would gladdeu the heart of ma- 
nya pious but poor Caristian, and cause many 
thanksgivings to ascend tu the Father of mercies.

Report of the Prudential: Committee. 
(Continued from page 145.) 
CEYLOX, 

At the last anniversary, our hearts were afflict- 
.ed with mournful anticipations, respecting two of 
the brethren of this Mission. Those anticipations 
were but too sure. , 

The Repust then made, left Messrs, Warren and 
Richards, the last of February, 1818, at Columbo, 
where they had been for several week, retired from 
their labours, and in quest of health, dubious as to 
the issve. ‘There every attention, which generous 
hospitality and Christian kindness could prompt, 
was bestowed upon-them 3 and various expedients 
were proposed for their benefit ; untit at lecgth, in 
the latter part of April, they embarked for the 
Gape of Good Hope. 

For the greater part of their voyage, as appears 
by a letter written by Mr. Richards, after their 
arrival at the Cape, tlle weather was very favoura- 
ble ; and the health of both the brethren, particu- 
larly of Mr. Warren, was so much recruited, as to 
afford hope of its being in a goud measure restored. 
Thee propitious circumstances continued, until 
they came in sight of land, and expected te be in 
port at the Cape in about 2 days. ‘Then the scene 


was changed. ‘hey entountered heavy gales,—j 


were driven out to sea,—and for a fortnight were 
tossed with the waves in cold and boisterous 
weather. ‘They landed at Simon’s Bay in the fore- 
art of July, and were conveyed thence to Cape 
‘own,on the 14th of the same month. Both cf 
them had taken severe cold, and their health was 
much depressed. 

They were received at Cape Fown with distin- 
anne kindness ; and particularly in the Rev. 

eorge Thom, missfonary there from the London 
Missionary Society, they found a friend and bro- 
ther, who, by his assiduous attentions, conferred 
great obligations upon them and upon theit patrons 
and friends. 

This devout assurance Mr. Thom might well ex- 
press, Such d testimony from Archdeacon Twis- 
tleton, eo well known to this Board, and to the 
Chistian community in this country, for his many 
acts.vf faveur to our beloved missionaries and to 
the general cause of missiong, cannot fail to excite 
gretitude to the adorable Fountain of all good. 

dn about three weeks after the date of .Mr. 
Jhom’s letter, on ths Hith of August, Mr. War- 
reo rested from his labours and sufferings. 

The wissionary course of this lamented servant 
of the Lord Jesus, short as it pleased Sovereign 
Goodness it should be, was marked with celestial 
redience, dis brethren, who were associated with 
lim in the sceres of his toils and trials, bear unit- 
cd and most affectionate testimony to his eminent 
and uniform devotedness to the hely cause,—bis 
aident, yet benign.and well directed zeal,—his al- 
acii'y and diligence jn lebours,—his patience and 
cheerful equemmity in 6uflerings,—his wisdom in 
counsel and prudence in action,—his kindoess of 
disposition, his heavenly mindedness, aod his ge- 
neral excellence of character. During his length- 
ened illness, his exemplary resignation, his sweet 
seccuity ef mind, and his heavenly conversation 
were ina high degree edifying, and inspiring His, 
last days and closing scene, as described by his 
efilicted friend and com: anion, Mr. Richards, were 
sueh, as this Buard and all the friends of the cause 
would wish those of every missionary to be :— 
marked with a lively and steadfast confidence in 
the Lord Jesus,—svlaced with a sacred and cheer- 
ing enjoyment of the divine presence aad love,— 
and buightened with visions, not fantastic, of the 
glories of immortality. 

His flesh rests in hope at nogreat distaace from 
that of Mrs. Newell ; his spirit, we cannot doubt,

‘tablished ; our missianaries there have no occasion 
to employ themselves in making @ translation,— 
fan arduous work, which occtpies no inconsidera- 
bie portien of the time antl laburious attention of 
ur Bombay mission. 
fon get the priating establishment into operation, 
They have a press and types, both Tamul and 
/Knglish—and apparatus and paper; and io‘ne 
long time, it is hoped, will have a sufficiency of 
hands fur commmencing the printing of the Sccip- 
‘tures aud other books and tracts.

_ & reformation commenced in the north part of 
ast Hampton ithe Spring of 1818. The first 
apparent subjects of the work were a man and his 
wife about thirty years of age; serious impres+ 
siong were wrought on the minds of others, and 
especially those of about the same age. Ip April: 
we began to have conference meetings ; all de- 
gominations uniting together ip prayer to God 
for the special aid of his Spirit in convicting sin- 
ners, and converting them from nature to grace. 
The attention to religious meetings stil) increas- 
ed, so that in the former part of May a good as- 
sembly might be collected in the space of one hour. 
A eral solemnity rested op the people, many 
erying “ What shall I do to.be saved t” and others 
‘pejoting in the .wonderful goodness of God ‘to 
their souls... Qa the third Lord’s day in August, a 
woman who had enjoyed a hope in Christ for some 
years, came forward, and made a public profession 
ef reiigion 5 this-led the way for a number to ful- 
jow the same example set them by. the Redeemer. 
The conversion of souls seemed in some measure 
to diminish as its respects numbers, until January, 
wheo the cloud-seemed to gather again and the 
rain descended on our youth. Meetings were in- 
ereased in this society, and a part of Middie- 
Haddam. In February the work entered the 
Schools, and seemed to impress the minds of the 
children with a deep sense of their lost and help- 
less state ; they used frequently te retire frem 
school for prayer, and sometimes held meetings 
for prayer after the school had closed.

He 
soon after was brought to admire thas grace he had 
despised. One other who feared oty neither re- 
garded and had not attended any ‘religions meet- 
ing for perhaps ten years or more, whose conduct, 
(as he related in his experience) had -been a tittle 
previous of a most daring nature; -be expressed 
greathorror at the thought. In ¢we instances in 
close succession he was in imminept danger ; he 
made promises to God if he would spare him, he 
would fear and serve him. He obtained his re- 
quest in what he thought a-miraculous deliver- 
ance. In both iaetances he turned round and 
laughed, as though in defiance of God! Ina few 
weeks after, without any means eitber of worship, 
reading, or religious instruction, his awful state 
was set before him,. His distress continued about 
two weeks, when all hope of forgiveness left him. 
in his last agony of soul, he was heard in the 
woods more than half a mile, which brought his 
ueighbours to the place to learn the cause. They 
did not approach until they percerved his voice to 
fail. They then went to him and found him 
prostrate and helpless, Soon after they carried 
him to his house, he came to, in a$ great an ex- 


tacy of joy perhaps as any. pargoned criminal 
ever experienced. Let ne dar er presume, 
on God’s patience because the riches of his grace 


are glorified in this instahce, One other, who 
was esteemed an industrious man, and prudent in 
his worldiy concerns, Was so entirely insensible to 
those of his soul, that he had not attended any 

lace ef worship for many years, though frequent- 
” urged by his wife, particularly after the present 
awakening began. Instead of its having any fa- 
vourable effect, he was frequently heard to speak 
coptemptuously of this work, particularly the af- 
ternoon previous to his awful distress of soul. 
He went to bed as careless as usual ; in the night 
he was taken in such horror, as occasioned a se- 
vere fit of the ague, attended with drenching and 
cold sweats ; his distress continued without in- 
termission, and almost without sleep, or taking 
any food for several days, when he found relief. 
The second day of his distress he’ came into eur 
meeting house for the first time for many years, 
during both the fore aud afternoon worship, ex- 
claiming, What shall I dof what shall Ido? (it 
was judged more than a thousané*fimes, for it was 
perpetual, though frequently reqdested to compose 
himself.) ‘The extremties of ting body were as 
cold as death ; his countenance’ depicted awful 
horror, with wriaging of hands,’ and-werithing of 
his body. What ts singular, he hevér knew until 
this day what was the ground of his distress ; he 


solemnity, greaé agitation, and profuse weeping 
without the appearance of one eareless or indif- 
ferent person through :the whole assembly. In 
addition.to the particular circumstance mentioned! 
above, there were as many as ten or twelve mak- 
ing like distressing cries, at times, while I ad- 
dressed the audieace, Many other special cir- 
cumstances might be mentioned. Of the aged, 
some have not even read at all in their Bible, es 
they acknowledge,for more than 10 years previous 
And of the youth, enme who were gay anf 
sprightly, well educated, and regular in in their 
morals, and attendance on worship, have been so 

distressed in their minds, as to effect their nere 

vous system in such a degree, as to lose their bodie 
ly powers, and need help to leave the meeting- 

house. Some have been confined to-their beds, 

for several days, not able of themselves to sit ap 3 

while their cries for mercy were heard by theie 
neighbours, ata great distance. heir nervous 
affections* have in all cases which have cone to 

my knowledge ceased with their distress of mind.. 
Some have lost their distress of mind fer severst 

ilays previous to their receiving satisfying evi- 

dence ofadoption. Seme have had instant transi- 

tions from great agony of soul, to as great raptures 

ofjoy, as imparted by the Psalmist, ciii. 1-4. 

“ Bless the Lord, O my soul—who forgiveth alf 

thy iniquities, who healeth all thy diseases, who 

redeemeth thy life from destruction, who crown- 

eth thee with loving kindness & tender mercies.” 
They have generally given good satisfaction of: 
evangelical experience, from rational views of 
their Jost and helpless state, and that recovery is 

only through grace in Christ Jesus. 1 have had 

messages to call me out of my bed at midnight, to 

ride several miles to witness tho:e agonies, and to 
pray with the subject. This work of conviction 

was preceded by an enga;edness of the brethren 
of this church, to set things in order in the church 
respecting some of its delinquent members, ate 
tended with a good degree of a spirit cf prayer. 
The pleasing effect given by God’s Spirit was a 
general spirit and temper of confession of faults 
one to another, and gp Riwascer" is. duties and 3a 
venant obtizations. @. wor sad a recular 
mcrease from the middie of June until hunt ‘ia 
weeks since, when a decline was apparent. Two 
weeks past it has again revived, and we hope for 
a latter harvest. ‘fhere has already beea added 
to us fifty three by baptism. There are perbaps 
twenty others, who are subjects of this work, and 
will likely present themselves shortly, and the 
number is increasing almost daily. 

One circumstance I must mention with grati- 
tude. In alk this work there has not come to my 
knowledge, one discordant note, on the subject of 
principle or practice. I am however sensible of 
our expusedness to the enemies of the Church of 
Christ. “Offences will come.” Hence the need 
of constant vigilance, with an hamble dependence 
on God, who must keep the city, or the watchman 
waketh in vain.—Dear brother, pray for us, and 
for me in particular, that I may be suitably hum- 
ble, while duly appreciating God’s great goodness, 
and repeated blessings to this church and people, 
and that { may have that measure of God's spirit

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r “REVIVAL OF RELIGION. 
REN ey From the Christian Spectatar.: 
Eatracts from a-Letter from the Rev. Henry Ax- 
tell, dated Geneva, N. Y. Oct. 1819. 
Within the last six or seven months, there has 


‘been in the congregation under my pastoral care,; 


vhotis commenly and very properly called a re- 
vival of religion, This revival, though it appears 
to be a genuine work of the Holy Spirit, and de- 
marads the gratitude of Zion’s friends, has not, as 
vetbeen very general in the congregation; proba- 
bly not'so much so 2¢ hat been represented : for, 
wrdoubtcdsy, it too offen happens, that verbal ac- 
counts of revivals of religion are ee highly co- 
Joured as actually, though unintentially, to mis- 
lead the public mind. ‘ 

During the last five years, this church has been 
graduaily increasing in numbers, In the year 1814, 
we received 14 members; in 1815, 29; in 1816, 
26; 1817, 263 in 1818, 285; amounting to 123. 
Some of these were received from other churches, 
but the greater part on examination. During 
these five years, there was scarcely any time, 
when thore, were not seme who were seriously 
impressed, and anxiously inqbiring concerning 
the way of salvation: and we frequently thought 
we could see indications of a general awakening. 
But in February last, our hope of such an event 
secmed almost gone. At our communion season 
in that month, we received only one member on 
examination, and one on certificate. | 

Bot in March and April cur hope was again re- 
vived. There was manifestly an increasing at- 
tention to spiritual concerns. In April nine (the 
greater part young people) were added to our 
communion: and nearly as many more were then 
anxiously inquiring. 

During the months of May, June, and July, | 
was absent from my congregation on account of 
iithealth. The last Sabbath before I left home, 
was to me, and to many of my dear people, a

that nombers, and especially many of the mem- 
Lers of the Church, were then very much awak- 
ened. j 

While I was ebsent, my pulpit was supplied, 
partly by order of the Presbytery, but principally 
by Mr. Bruce, an active zealous young man, late- 
ly from the Tiieological Seminary of Andover. 

‘hrovgh jus instrumentality, the religious ex- 
citement was evidently increased, and the atten- 
tien of friends and foes very much roused. 

In July the Lord’s Supper was administered by 
fhe Rev. Mr. Lansing of Auburn, and thirteen 
new members were adced tothe Church. Atthat 
time, as Ihave been informed, the awakening was 
more general than it had been before; and more 
s¢, than it has been since. ® / 

Op wy arrival at hone, about the first of Au- 
gust, the meetings for prayer aud religious conter- 
ence were frequent, and well attended.

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ACCOUNT OF THQMAS LEACH. 

« Thomas Leach wes remarkable.fram his infan- 
cy for obedieace to his parents, but had no signs 
of a divine change having taken place on his 
heart till about'six months previors to his-death. 
He was taken toa Sunday School by his parents, 
July 1, 1510. . By his punctual attendance and die. 
ligence in learning, he gained the love of his 
teacher, and was presentiy advanced «into the Bi- 
ble class. For about three weeks before his Jast 
ilIness, he was in the habit of rising very early, 
for the purpose of reading the Scriptures and the 
exercise of private prayer, in avhich he took sig 
delight. About this time he was invited by a 
neighbour to drink, tea with her children, it being 
one of their-birth days. After tea it was proposed 
to sing a song, ty which he would not censent, ob- 
serving, that it was wicked; for this he was laugh- 
ed at, and called a Methodist, upon which be left 
them and went home. Le then told his sister if 
she did wickéd things she could not go to heaven ; 
entreating her at the same time to read the 
Scriptures and pray to Jesus Christ to forgive her. 
It being customary for the teachers, after hearing 
the tasks, to assemble their children and spend 
the remaining time in reading the Scriptures, and 
in asking or resolving questions ; on one ecca- 
sion the parable of the prodigal was selected for 
the conversation, during which, the tears were ob- 
served to trickle down his cheeks ; on inquiry, the 
following Sabbath, it was found that during the 
week he had been very ill, whereupon his teacher 
being desirous of knowing more of the state of his 
mind, took him aside privately ; but being a boy 
of few words, little could be obtained from him ; it 
was therefore paoposed to him te write down what 
he felt, which he did, and brouw;ht it the following 
Sabbath. In his letter is the following passage: 
“Io my illness my thoughts were upon eternity ; 
about two places to ge to, heaven or bell. I feell 
am a great sinner, but I do pray to Jesus to give 
me a new -heart, and make me fit for heaven.” 
Such was his attachment to the school, that whilst 
able to walk, he regularly attended ; though lat- 
terly his weakness being so great, he was obliged 
to leave it before the conclusion. The least time: of 
his attendance, he was carried hume. Not being 
yet confined to his bed, and having a great desire 
to hear the Gospel, bis father took him to church ; 
he was full of pain the whole of the time, yet would 
not be moved till the service was concluded, Dur- 
ing his confinement, he was constantly visited by 
his teacher, for which he.appeared truly thankfal. 
On cne of these occasions, being asked on what 
subject they should converse, he answered, “ Je- 
sus Christ, for his name is precious to me.” To the 
question, Are you afraid to die, being ‘a sinser! 
he replied, “ No, for Christ will forgive me.” It 
was asked how he knew that Christ would forgive 
him? on which ‘he quoted Isaiah i. 18.“ Come

Insome parts of the state, there is an 
inequality in the current value ef the paper of the 
bauks which pay specie promptly for their notes, 
However dedivadte it may be to have a perfect 
uniformity in the paper of those banks, it 1s very 
doubtful whether any adequate remedy for the in- 
convenience can be expected from legistative ef- 
forts. The recpiation of the currencyds a power 
delegated by thé constitution to the national go- 
veroment: but the subject is of momentous con- 
cern to the state governments ; and whatever 
measure, within the sphere of the powers reserved 
to them, may be calculated to give stability and 
permanency to the established standard of value 
in our country, cannot fail to receive the deliberate 
and serious attention of an enlightened Legisla- 
ture. Theannual report from the banks, directed 
by law to be made to the Legislature, will give 
fore practical information on this subject, and 
enable them te determine with more certainly 
what further regulations it might be proper to 
adopt.” 

‘The Governor, in speaking of the prevailing pe- 
ctniary distress, is of opinion that it has already 
risen jo its height; and recommends domestic 
econemy and a reduction of the consumptioa of 
foreign manufactures, as the true mode of lessen- 
ing it. He recommends strongly the bearers: 
Mmentof the natural advantages of the state for tu- 
ternal improvement; and points the attention ol 
the Legislature te other oxjects of internal policy 
tha manner so furcibic aud just, as well as con- 
stitutional, that we wish we had room te copy 
inore largely from the Message.
